Sailors Saw Ghosts. 

When the schooner George B. MeFar- 
land, which was lost recently between Fer- 
nandina,Fla., ard this port, was launched a 
medium in Portland, Maine, claimed that 
he had received a communication from the 
other world, announcing that the reatless 
epirit of Captain Kidd would take posses- 
sion of the vessel. It wus further asserted 
by this medlum that no vessel of which 
the piratical spirit assumed command 
would ever be lucky. This prophecy made 
a remarkable impression upon the 
superstitious sailors,who for years imagined 
strange sights and sounds within and about 
the vessel. The McFarland stuck on the 
ways and was never water-tight after she 
wae launched. Her first commander, Cap- 
tain Stronge, gave her up after two or 
three voyages, as a “opelessly unluckly 
vessel. Captain Strong's brother then took 
command of the ship,and lost money stead - 
ily for three voyages, when he abandoned 
in mid-ocean, the crew deing landed in 
Europe. 

The McFarland was found adrift at sea 
by a steamship and towed toa European 
port, where she wae refitted and placed in 
charge of anew master. Two days after 
she sailed from port the new captain was 
knocked down in a squall and his leg was 
broken. A month ago she was again 
abandoned at eea,and last week she was 
met and set afire as a dangerous deselect by 
the steamship Oronoco. 

Sailors who shipped on the McFarland 
said that ghostly carpenters haunted the 
vessel] and were always at work, the sound 
of their sawing and planing away down in 
the hold being heard at night ae they tried 
to cut the keel asunder and sink the ship. 
On many occasions the men all rushed out 
of the forecastle shouting that strange and 
unknown hands thrust them out of their 
bunks; and they are said to have shown 
bruises and cuts to prove their stories. On 
more than one occasion the entire crew of 
the schooner jumped overboard and ewam 
ashore, while the vessel was in port, to es- 
cape from the evil spirite that their sup- 
erstitious minds pictured. There was al- 
ways great difficulty in securing a crew 
for the vessel, as men who served a single 
voyage and learned of her ill luck never 
returned to her for a second trip.—Phil- 
adelphia Record.
